Troy, O., April 27 (A*) — Two 
huge storage tanks exploded to­ 
day, 
and flames 
threatened a 
three-block industrial area before 
the fire was brought partially un­ 
der control.

An office building and warehouse 
were burning, but their flames 
were being brought under con­ 
trol.

Firemen from Troy and nearby!

Many reports from the battle area indi­ 
cate a large air buildup in Communist ter­ 
ritory. One account has it that 70 Red 
airfields in North Korea are ready for im­ 
mediate use. Of these, half are said to have 
been built or enlarged in the last three 
months. 
Back beyond North Korean fields, of 
course, lie dozens of bases in Manchuria and 
Russian Siberia. They are In the privileged 
sanctuary which UN forces do not now bomb. 
Estimates of the number of Chinese and 
Russian planes available for use against UN 
armies in Korea and possibly J apan range 
from 3,000 to 4,000. It isn’t known how 
many are operational craft, but even if half 
of them are, that could mean a heavy blow 
to our forces. 
What would we do if big air attacks are 
launched upon us? 
The controversy surrounding General 
MacArthur stems partly from the dilemma 
over whether to bomb Manchurian bases. 
The feeling in many high U. S. quarters is 
that this could easily lead to wider war, 
possibly involving Russia. But it’s a ques­ 
tion what the official attitude would be in 
event of heavy air assault on U, S. troops. 
Men like Senator Douglas, Illinois Demo­ 
crat, who want to avoid our bombing of 
Manchuria, believe we would be compelled 
to do so if the Communists struck hard from 
the air. Some military leaders think so, too. 
Retaliation against Chinese bases might 
well be decided upon. We would be taking 
the risk of general war, since the published 
terms of the Chinese-Russian mutual defense 
pact indicate that Moscow agrees to aid 
China when the latter is attacked on her 
home soil by J apan or any nation directly 
or indirectly allied with J apan. 
Quite evidently, Russia might wriggle out 
of this pact in some way if she chose. She 
could say, for instance, that none of the UN 
countries is in any real sense allied with 
J apan, which is true. But the Soviet Union 
could just as easily decide to view the matter 
the other way, and come to China’s aid. 
Another possibility is that secret clauses 
of the defense pact bind Russia more broadly 
in case of outside attack. 
And it must not be overlooked that no 
matter how sweeping Russia’s commitment 
to China may be, the Kremlin could without 
suffering much anguish refuse to honor that 
obligation. In Moscow it is not difficult to 
find excuses for any action that is consid­ 
ered necessary.

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RED DRIVE AND MANCHURIA 
The opening of the Chinese Reds* long­ 
awaited Korean offensive brings closer the 
day when we shall learn whether large-scale 
air attacks against us are part of the plan. 
Many reports from the battle area indi­ 
cate a large air buildup in Communist ter­ 
ritory. One account has it that 70 Red 
airfields In North Korea are ready for im­ 
mediate use. Of these, half are said to have 
been built or enlarged in the last three 
months. 
Back beyond North Korean fields, of 
course, lie dozens of bases in Manchuria and 
Russian Siberia. They are in the privileged 
sanctuary which UN forces do not now bomb. 
Estimates of the number of Chinese and 
Russian planes available for use against UN 
armies in Korea and possibly Japan range 
from 3,000 to 4,000. It isn’t known how 
many are operational craft, but even if half 
of them are, that could mean a heavy blow 
to our forces. 
What would we do if big air attacks are 
launched upon us? 
The controversy surrounding General 
MacArthur stems partly from the dilemma 
over whether to bomb Manchurian bases. 
The feeling in many high U. S. quarters is 
that this could easily lead to wider war, 
possibly involving Russia. But ifs a ques­ 
tion what the official attitude would be in 
event of heavy air assault on U. S. troops. 
Men like Senator Douglas, Illinois Demo­ 
crat, who want to avoid our bombing of 
Manchuria, believe we would be compelled 
to do so if the Communists struck hard from 
the air. Some military leaders think so, too. 
Retaliation against Chinese bases might 
well be decided upon. We would be taking 
the risk of general war, since the published 
terms of the Chinese-Russian mutual defense 
pact indicate that Moscow agrees to aid 
China when the latter is attacked on her 
home soil by Japan or any nation directly 
or indirectly allied with Japan. 
Quite evidently, Russia might wriggle out 
of this pact In some way if she chose. She 
could say, for instance, that none of the UN 
countries is in any real sense allied with 
Japan, which is true. But the Soviet Union 
could just as easily decide to view the matter 
the other way, and come to China's aid. 
Another possibility is that secret clauses 
of the defense pact bind Russia more broadly 
in case of outside attack. 
And it must not be overlooked that no 
matter how sweeping Russia's commitment 
to China may be, the Kremlin could without 
suffering much anguish refuse to honor that 
obligation. In Moscow it is not difficult to 
find excuses for any action that is consid­ 
ered necessary. The Chinese might be 
accused of failing to live up to their part of 
the deal. 
The trouble with trying to appraise Com­ 
munist words and promises is that they are 
not always bluffing. We thought—wrongly— 
that it was a bluff when Mao Tse-tung said 
he would come into Korea if we crossed the 
38th Parallel 
We can’t dare assume that the Chinese- 
Russian pact is only a scrap of paper. But if 
the test came, and general war between East 
and West were the likely sequel to our 
bombing of Manchuria, the agreement might 
prove to be just that fragile.

WORST ABOUT WORDS 
William I. Nichols, editor of ‘Thia Week" maga­ 
zine, wants e new word for “capitalism.” The as­ 
sumption is that words really matter. Call “capi­ 
talism” or “communism” or “socialism” by any 
other name and nothing has been changed. 
It is 
like switching from “New Deal” to ‘Tahr D eal” 
What real change occurred? 
Nichols says in his article that propagandists 
are able to make a good case against communism, 
but, when it comes to capitalism, ho quotes a top 
official of “Our Overseas Information Program” as 
saying: 
“But it’s nowhere near aa easy to make the 
good side of our society plain by using the word 
capitalism. That’* important. We need a word to 
make people realize that the real source of hope, 
progress and prosperity rests with us.” 
According to Nichols, American business leaders 
say: 
“We only muddle our own thinking when we use 
old words to describe new ideas.” 
I wonder whether it is true that we are dealing 
with new ideas or old words. The word “capital­ 
ism” is comparatively new —just a century old, but 
the idea has been eternal in the human race, name­ 
ly, that an individual is entitled to the use of his 
earnings from whatever source, to spend, to invest, 
to create new wealth, or to give away. 
Capitalism functions best when the surplus over 
the cost of living is invested in the creation of ad­ 
ditional wealth. 
Thus, the savings of millions of 
human beings have gone into the development of 
privately owned farms, factories, mills, mines, 
stores, and into the invention of new devices, com- 
j modifies, and services. 
This is the general nature of capitalism, the 
most usual process of economics through out his- 
1 tory. Capitalism, however, must be associated with 
• human freedom. 
Limitations of human freedom 
can only be sanctioned and implemented by gov- 


I eminent. 
When government abolishes freedom, 
despotism, autocracy, slavery, serfdom come into 
existence. 
Also the private ownership of wealth 
disappears. 
When the means of production, distribution, and 
exchange are owned by the government, the free­ 
doms of the individual are limited. If they cease to 
exist altogether, a socialized state arises in which 
slavery may be normal 
Socialists dislike the statement that their ad­ 
vocacy of government ownership by democratic 
processes can only lead to government ownership 
by tyranny. 
But thia has proved to be true in 
many countries of Europe. No m atter how a so­ 
called people’s government starts, it becomes in 
time a Communist government. 
Human freedom is a delicate system which re­ 
quires the most careful balance between rights and 
responsibilities, between authority and obligation. 
Once this balance it upset, freedom diminishes and 
even disappears and in its place appears increasing 
state control management and sometimes owner­ 
ship of the economic process. The reaction to that 
may be revolution. 
‘ Therefore, the problem which Mr. Nichols poses 
has nothing to do with what word is used to de­ 
scribe capitalism, but what vigilance is employed 
to protect freedom. For capitalism is only a mani­ 
festation of freedom, one of many manifestations 
of freedom. 
The problem then is freedom, that is, the right 
of the individual to live his own life in liberty as a 
characteristic of humanity—a characteristic pro­ 
duced by no philosopher or tyrant or ruler, nor 
even by a Constitution or Parliament or Congress, 
but by “nature’s God and nature’s law.” In a word, 
freedom derives from natural law, that is, from 
God’s revelation to man. 
In the effort that is being made by our State 
Department and the Voice of America and similar 
activities to “capture” the minds of men, it is not 
so much that new words need to be used as that 
old ideas have to be reiterated. Mr. Nichols says: 
“ . . . We know what our ‘new capitalism’ is 
producing for us and what it can produce anywhere 
if given a fair chance. • . . ” 
But there it no new capitalism or old capitalism. 
There is only a life in which the individual is free 
to choose his way and form his pattern and there 
it a life in which the gove^fcnent masters the hu­ 
man being and holds nim as a creature who exists 
for the state alone. 
Either that is our story or we have none to tell, 
for if by the new capitalism it meant such an item 
as “unemployment has been reduced and controlled 
and is now a diminishing problem,” it actually 
means nothing, because in Soviet Russia there is no 
unemployment but there ii slavery. We have to deal 
with fundamentals if we are to make oui1 problems 
understandable, and our fundamental la freedom.

Children's specialists in past years saved the 
lives of so many infanta and children that now less 
than one child in 20 dict at birth or during the first 
year, compared to about three In IO, SO years ago.

There is now such a large percentage of elderly 
people to be looked after mentally, emotionally and 
physically, that special hornet or institutions are 
being built and special staffs, aside from the phy­ 
sicians and nurses, needed. 
In a letter to the physicians of Ontario, Can­ 
ada, Dr. J. T. Phair, Deputy Minister of Health, 
states: "During the present century, a remarkable 
change hat taken place in our population structure. 
What at the turn of the century was not a very 
impressive portion of the total number of people 
in the country — the men add women over 00 years 
of age — has now become a fraction or percentage 
of arresting size. The practical importance of this 
to all of us in the profession of medicine is that 
there is a much higher proportion of sickness and 
infirmity and invalidism in the ’over-60’ group. 
Aa progress in the care of the aged and aging 
hat progressed farther in England than here, Dr.

Methods in the Care of the Aged, published by the 
Department of Health for Ontario. The article was 
written by Dr. L. Z. eosin, Medical Superinten­ 
dent, Orsett Lodge Hospital Essex, England. 
Accompanying the article la a diagram of the 
method of care of elderly people in which provision 
is made for a Geriatric Department in each hos­ 
pital of the Regional Hospital Boards, where every 
modern facility of diagnosis and treatm ent can be 
provided for both in- and out-patients. In this way 
these elderly men and women will receive the at­ 
tention of all specialists Including psychiatrists, 
social service workers, and special nurses, all with­ 
in the active geriatric wards of a hospital service. 
After all that is possible has been done for pa­ 
tients in these geriatric wards they can be trans­ 
ferred to appropriate long-stay annexes. Thus there 
will be long-stay annexes for frail patients still 
able to be on their feet, for permanently bedfast 
patients, for those with confusional symptoms and 
those patients whose needs are largely a m atter 
of providing suitable food and accommodation.

The opening of the Chinese Reds’ long- 
awaited Korean offensive brings closer the 
day when we shall learn whether large-scale 
air attacks against us are part of the plan. 
Many reports from the battle area indi­ 
cate a large air buildup in Communist ter­ 
ritory. One account has it that 70 Red 
airfields in North Korea are ready for im­ 
mediate use. Of these, half are said to have 
been built or enlarged in the last three 
months. 
Back beyond North Korean fields, of 
course, lie dozens of bases in Manchuria and 
Russian Siberia. They are in the privileged 
sanctuary which UN forces do not now bomb. 
Estimates of the number of Chinese and 
Russian planes available for use against UN 
armies in Korea and possibly Japan range 
from 3,000 to 4,000. It isn’t known how 
many are operational craft, but even if half 
of them are, that could mean a heavy blow 
to our forces. 
What would we do if big air attacks are 
launched upon us? 
The 
controversy 
surrounding General 
MacArthur stems partly from the dilemma 
over whether to bomb Manchurian bases. 
The feeling in many high U. S. quarters is 
that this could easily lead to wider war, 
possibly involving Russia. But it’s a ques­ 
tion what the official attitude would be in 
event of heavy air assault on U. S. troops. 
Men like Senator Douglas, Illinois Demo­ 
crat, who want to avoid our bombing of 
Manchuria, believe we would be compelled 
to do so if the Communists struck hard from 
the air. Some military leaders think so, too. 
Retaliation against Chinese bases might 
well be decided upon. We would be taking 
the risk of general war, since the published 
terms of the Chinese-Russian mutual defense 
pact indicate that Moscow agrees to aid 
China when the latter is attacked on her 
home soil by Japan or any nation directly 
or indirectly allied with Japan. 
Quite evidently, Russia might wriggle out 
of this pact in some way if she chose. She 
could say, for instance, that none of the UN 
countries is in any real sense allied with 
Japan, which is true. But the Soviet Union 
could just as easily decide to view the matter 
the other way, and come to China’s aid. 
Another possibility is that secret clauses 
of the defense pact bind Russia more broadly 
in case of outside attack. 
And it must not be overlooked that no 
matter how sweeping Russia’s commitment 
to China may be, the Kremlin could without 
suffering much anguish refuse to honor that 
obligation. In Moscow it is not difficult to 
find excuses for any action that is consid­ 
ered necessary. The Chinese might be 
accused of failing to live up to their part of 
the deal. 
The trouble with trying to appraise Com­ 
munist words and promises is that they are 
not always bluffing. We thought—wrongly— 
that it was a bluff when Mao Tse-tung said 
he would come into Korea if we crossed the 
38th Parallel. 
We can’t dare assume that the Chinese- 
Russian pact is only a scrap of paper. But if 
the test came, and general war between East 
and West were the likely sequel to our 
bombing of Manchuria, the agreement might 
prove to be just that fragile.

WORRY ABOUT WORD» 
William I. Nicholi, editor of “Thi* Week” maga­ 
zine, wanti a new word for “capitaliam.” The as­ 
sumption ia that words really matter. Call “capi­ 
talism” or “communism” or “socialism” by any 
other name and nothing has been changed. 
It is 
like switching trcm “New Deal” to “Fair Deai” 
What real change occurred? 
Nichols says in his article that propagandists 
are able to make a good case against communism, 
but, when it comes to capitalism, he quotes a top 
official of “Our Overseas Information Program” as 
saying: 
“But it's nowhere near as easy to make the 
good side of our society plain by using the word 
capitalism. That’s important. We need a word to 
make people realize that the real source of hope, 
progress and prosperity rests with us." 
According to Nichols, American business leaders 
say: 
“We only muddle our own thinking when we use 
old words to describe new ideas.” 
I wonder whether it is true that we are dealing 
with new ideas or old words. 
The word “capital­ 
ism” is comparatively new—just a century old, but 
the idea has been eternal in the human race, name­ 
ly, that an individual is entitled to the use of his 
earnings from whatever source, to spend, to invest, 
to create new wealth, or to give away. 
Capitalism functions best when the surplus over 
the cost of living is invested in the creation of ad­ 
ditional wealth. 
Thus, the savings of millions of 
human beings have gone into the development of 
privately owned farms, factories, mills, mines, 
stores, and into the invention of new devices, com­ 
modities, and services. 
This is the general nature of capitalism, the 
most usual process of economics through out his­ 
tory. Capitalism, however, must be associated with 
human freedom. Limitations of human freedom 
can only be sanctioned and implemented by gov­ 
ernment. 
When government abolishes freedom, 
despotism, autocracy, slavery, serfdom come into 
existence. 
Also the private ownership of wealth 
disappears. 
When the means of production, distribution, and 
exchange are owned by the government, the free­ 
doms of the individual are limited. If they cease to 
exist altogether, a socialized state arises in which 
slavery may be normal. 
Socialists dislike the statement that their ad­ 
vocacy of government ownership by democratic 
processes can only lead to government ownership 
by tyranny. 
But this has proved to be true in 
many countries of Europe. No matter how a so- 
called people’s government starts, it becomes in 
time a Communist government. 
Human freedom is a delicate system which re­ 
quires the most careful balance between rights and 
responsibilities, between authority and obligation. 
Once this balance is upset, freedom diminishes and 
even disappears and in its place appears increasing 
state control, management and sometimes owner­ 
ship of the economic process. The reaction to that 
may be revolution. 
‘ Therefore, the problem which Mr. Nichols poses 
has nothing to do with what word is used to de­ 
scribe capitalism, but what vigilance Is employed 
to protect freedom. For capitalism is only a mani­ 
festation of freedom, one of many manifestations 
of freedom. 
The problem then is freedom, that is, the right 
of the individual to live his own life in liberty as a 
characteristic of humanity—a characteristic pro­ 
duced by no philosopher or tyrant or ruler, nor 
even by a Constitution or Parliament or Congress, 
but by “nature’s God and nature’s law.” In a word, 
freedom derives from natural law, that is, from 
God’s revelation to man. 
In the effort that is being made by our State 
Department and the Voice of America and similar 
activities to "capture” the minds of men, it is not 
so much that new words need to be used as that 
old ideas have to be reiterated. Mr. Nichols says: 
”. . . We know what our ‘new capitalism’ is 
producing for us and what it can produce anywhere 
if given a fair chance. . . . ” 
But there is no new capitalism or old capitalism. 
There is only a life in which the individual is free 
to choose his way and form his pattern and there 
is a life in which the gove^pnent masters the hu­ 
man being and holds him as a creature who exists 
for the state alcne. 
Either that is our story or we have none to tell, 
for if by the new capitalism is meant such an item 
as “unemployment has been reduced and controlled 
and is now a diminishing problem,” it actually 
means nothing, because in Soviet Russia there is no 
unemployment but there is slavery. We have to deal 
with fundamentals if we are to make ow1 problems 
understandable, and our fundamental is freedom.

There is now such a large percentage of elderly 
people to be looked after mentally, emotionally and 
physically, that special homes or institutions are 
being built and special staffs, aside from the phy­ 
sicians and nurses, needed. 
In a letter to the physicians of Ontario, Can­ 
ada, Dr. J. T. Phair, Deputy Minister of Health, 
states: "During the present century, a remarkable 
change has taken place in our population structure. 
What at the turn of the century was not a very 
impressive portion of the total number of people 
in the country — the men add women over 60 years 
of age — has now become a fraction or percentage 
of arresting size. The practical importance of this 
to all of us in the profession of medicine is that 
there is a much higher proportion of sickness and 
infirmity and invalidism in the ’over-60’ group. 
As progress in the care of the aged and aging 
has progressed farther in England than here, Dr. 
Phair enclosed with his letter a reprint of Modern 
Methods in the Care of the Aged, published by the 
Department of Health for Ontario. The article was 
written by Dr. L. Z. Cosin, Medical Superinten­ 
dent, Orsett Lodge Hospital, Essex, England. 
Accompanying the article is a diagram of the 
method of care of elderly people in which provision 
is made for a Geriatric Department in each hos­ 
pital of the Regional Hospital Boards, where every 
modern facility of diagnosis and treatment can be 
provided for both in- and out-patients. In this way 
these elderly men and women will receive the at­ 
tention of all specialists including psychiatrists, 
social service workers, and special nurses, all with­ 
in the active geriatric wards of a hospital service. 
After all that is possible has been done for pa­ 
tients in these geriatric wards they can be trans­ 
ferred to appropriate long-stay annexes. Thus there 
will be long-stay annexes for frail patients still 
able to be on their feet, for permanently bedfast 
patients, for those with confusional symptoms and 
those patients whose needs are largely a matter 
of providing suitable food and accommodation.

Washington — Shrewd Speaker

the President was right in oust­ 
ing a military commander who 
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Washington, April 27—Is any­ 
body here really thinking about 
the 350,000 American boys in Ko­ 
rea? 
Speeches galore are being 
made in Congress, but, so far as 
the Democratic party is concerned, 
there isn’t the slightest evidence 
of any policy on the part of its 
leadership in Congress or the 
White House to bring the Korean 
war to a successful conclusion. 
Instead, the idea of a stalemate 
which shall keep American troops 
engaged indefinitely seems to be 
accepted as the policy of the ad­ 
ministration. 
There is to be no 
effort to strike back at the enemy 
by air or to require that allies who 
are members of the U.N. should 
cease giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy. 
It was the Democratic adminis­ 
tration which ordered the troops 
into Korea without ever asking for 
a resolution of ratification by Con­ 
gress. It is the same administra­ 
tion which now is committing the 
American forces to an indefinite 
period 
of 
fighting 
without 
a 
chance of using maximum force 
against the enemy. 
So far as the American forces 
in Korea are concerned, they have 
been deprived of the opportunity 
to use the customary tactics or 
rules of war. 
It is one of the oldest rules of 
international law that when an 
enemy force makes an attack, it 
can be pursued to the bases from 
which it came. 
The Democratic party in Con­ 
gress, however, takes the position 
that these rules must be ignored 
and that the American forces must 
continue to take punishment day 
after day for fear of offending our 
U.N. allies or Russia. 
The American people have a 
right to expect leadership from 
the Democratic party, which is ip 
control not only of the White 
House but of both Houses of Con­ 
gress as well as the Department 
of State. 
Yet today the United States 
government sits idly by and al­ 
lows one of its allies—Great Brit­ 
ain—to ship through Hong Kong 
munitions of war that are being 
used by the Communist Chinese.

One government which Is a 
member of the United Nations— 
namely, Nationalist China—is pre­ 
vented from aiding our troops in 
Korea. Within the ast few days it 
has been announced that a mili­ 
tary mission is going from Ameri­ 
ca to help the Nationalists to de­ 
fend Formosa against attack. If 
American munitions and military

ersonnel can do this, they can 
elp the Nationalists to reach the 
mainland as General MacArthur 
recommended. 
But how 
does the 
American 
government justify its own course 
in arranging now for the defense 
of Formosa when the British gov­ 
ernment and other U.N. govern­ 
ments do not concur at all in the 
American policy toward Formosa? 
What kind of U N. policy is it 
which forbids one of its own mem­ 
bers to obey the call for reinforce­ 
ments in Korea? And what kind 
of U.N. policy is it which permits 
its principal members to trade 
with the enemy and to carry on

These factors make it logical to 
expect that the Democratic party 
will have to explain its position 
and record on all this some day.

Tokyo, April 27 (/P—Maj. Gen. 
Charles A. Willoughby, a Mac- 
Arthur man from the Bataan and 
Corregidor days, has asked for 
army retirement so he can rejoin 
General MacArthur. 
He is the second of two-star 
general rank to follow MacArthur 
in the five-star controversy with 
the White House. 
“I expect to join him and offer 
what modest services I can ren­ 
der,” Willoughby said today. 
MacArthur 
in

night made his second challenging 
policy speech on the Far East 
since he was fired April 10 by 
President Truman. 
He made the 
first before Congress last week. 
With him was Maj. Gen. Court­ 
ney Whitney who asked to be re­ 
lieved of army duty soon after 
MacArthur was ousted. 
Whitney, 
another

Arthur’s high-level Bataan bud- 
ries, had been head of the occupa­ 
tion command’s government sec­ 
tion in Japan and secretary of 
allied command directing the Ko­ 
rean fighting. 
Intelligence Chief 
Willoughby served as intelli­ 
gence chief and assistant chief of 
staff under MacArthur in Japan 
and continued after the supreme 
command passed to Lt. Gen. Mat­ 
thew B. Ridgway. 
The first intimation that Wil­ 
loughby was leaving Tokyo came 
in a Washington dispatch. It quot­ 
ed the Defense Department that 
the 59-year-old, German-born offi­ 
cer, a husky six-footer, had been 
ordered to report to Letterman 
Army Hospital in San Francisco— 
apparently for a routine physical 
checkup—with the date of de­ 
parture to be fixed by Ridgway. 
Formal Statement 
Then Willoughby in this formal 
statement said he had asked for 
retirement: 
“With reference to a dispatch 
from Washington announcing my 
‘recall’ I have applied for retire­ 
ment at my own discretion, after 
over 40 years’ service in the regu­ 
lar army, of which the last 13 
years have been spent in the Far 
East, on the staff of General Mac­ 
Arthur. 
Needless to say, I have 
considered it a great privilege to 
have served with the general, and 
I expect to join him to offer what 
modest services I can render . . . 
“I leave a thoroughly integrated 
intelligence section with General 
Ridgway, whom I have known on 
friendliest terms for many years, 
whose talent and leadership is 
simply evident In the brilliant op­ 
erations of the Eighth Army since 
his assumption of command.”

Stokes Is Appointed 
London, April 27 UP) — A 54- 
year-old former industrial execu­ 
tive today was named boss of 
Britain’s raw material program— 
felt to be the most critical eco­ 
nomic problem facing the labor 
government at this time. Prime 
minister Attlee appointed Rich­ 
ard Stokes, veteran labor mem­ 
ber of the House of Commons and 
since March, 1950, minister of 
works, to succeed the late Ernest 
Bevin as lord privy seal. Attlee 
assigned Stokes, as his chief duty, 
the job of administering Britain's 
raw materials. Stokes will be suc­ 
ceeded in the works ministry by 
George Brown, at present par­ 
liamentary secretary for the min­ 
istry of agriculture.

Panic is a bad basis for the play 
of a hand, as South found out in 
the case of the hand shown today. 
He was so concerned about getting 
rid of his spade loser that he for­ 
got to count his tricks properly. 
Declarer took the opening spade 
lead with dummy’s ace and saw 
that he could dispose of his re­ 
maining spade by developing a 
club trick in dummy. Hence he 
fook the ace of clubs, laid down 
the ace and king of trumps, and 
then 
led 
the 
queen 
of 
clubs 
through East. 
That worthy covered with the 
king obligingly enough, and South 
ruffed. Sighing with relief, he led 
a heart to dummy’s king and 


cashed the jack of clubs to dis­ 
card his low spade. 
At this point, although he did 
not yet realize it, South was a 
dead duck. W ith two trumps left 
in his hand, he could get to his 
hand only twice. That would allow 
him to cash the ace of hearts and 
ruff twice , in the dummy—but 
then he would be unable to return 
to his hand for the last heart. The 
spades were not established, so 
South had to lose his slam con­ 
tract. 
If South had counted his tricks 
carefully, 
he would have seen 
that the slam depended not only 
on getting rid of the spade loser 
but also on developing the heart 
suit. 
Correct play consists merely in 
cashing the king of hearts before 
leading the queen of clubs from 
dummy. Then, after ruffing out 
the king of clubs, declarer is in 
position to ruff a heart in dummy. 
At that point declarer can cash 
the jack of clubs to discard his 
losing spade. Now he has two 
trum ps in his hand but the differ­ 
ence is that hearts have already 
been ruffed once. He can get to his 
hand with the first trum p to cash 
the ace of hearts "nd to lead an­ 
other heart for dummy to ruff. If 
East over-ruffs, South makes the 
rest with the last trum p and the 
last heart. If East discards, South 
makes his trum p by leading a 
spade from dummy.

Sighing with relief, he led 
a heart to dummy’s king and 


cashed the jack of clubs to dis­ 
card his low spade. 
At this point, although he did 
not yet realize it. South was a 
dead duck. With two trumps left 
in his hand, he could get to his 
hand only twice. That would allow 
him to cash the ace of hearts and 
ruff twice „ in the dummy—but 
then he would be unable to return 
to his hand for the last heart. The 
spades were not established, so 
South had to lose his slam con­ 
tract. 
If South had counted his tricks 
carefully, he would have seen 
that the slam depended not only 
1 on getting rid of the spade loser 
but also on developing the heart 
I suit. 
Correct play consists merely in 
cashing the king of hearts before 
leading the queen of clubs from 
dummy. Then, after ruffing out 
the king of clubs, declarer is in 
position to ruff a heart in dummy. 
At that point declarer can cash 
the jack of clubs to discard his 
losing spade. Now he has two 
trumps in his hand but the differ­ 
ence is that hearts have already 
been ruffed once. He can get to his 
hand with the first trump to cash 
the ace of hearts rnd to lead an­ 
other heart for dummy to ruff. If 
East over-ruffs. South makes the 
rest with the last trump and the 
last heart. If East discards. South 
| makes his trump by leading a 
spade from dummy.

6. If possible, quit work a little 
early and exercise outdoors for an 
hour. 
7. Go to bed well before mid-

8. Keep your weight normal. 
9. Argue and worry as little as 
possible. 
A few suggestions are also given 
to persons with hardening of the 
arteries. They are advised not to 
use tobacco, and to take coffee 
and tea in moderation. Regular 
exercise, as prescribed by the doc­ 
tor, is recommended to stimulate 
the blood flow and encourage the 
development of collateral circula­ 
tion. 
"It would be reassuring,” the 
pamphlet concludes, "to say that 
the full resources of government 
and private institutions have been 
recruited to solve problems that 
for millions of citizens mean the 
difference between a useful life 
and a wasted one.

Gladiolus is a sumer flowering plant in many sizes and colors. 
Today you can specialize in either miniature gladiolus or the 
standard sizes with practically every color available to choose from. 
There is not a plant which is easier to grow or which is more useful 
as a cut flower.

The bulbs, or corms as they are correctly called, are best planted in 
straight rows in a cutting garden. 
The soil should be well worked and fertile. You will probably have 
trouble with a tiny insect called thrips. This you can control by fol­ 
lowing a spray schedule which is recommended by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture and which has been used at the Beltsville experi­ 
ment station using D.D.T. and a spreader. Your county agent will 
help you with this.

Plant your bulbs over a period of six weeks starting early in the 
season and putting the corms in at 10-day intervals. This will insure 
you a full season of color. 
Gladiolus make another good exhibition flower for the county fair 
and the new varieties are certain to attract attention.

Comments that one reads— 
that after the emotional spree the 
nation is indulging in, things will 
quiet down and everything will go 
on as before—is quite overlooking 
the fact that General MacArthur 
has reached down to basic, fun­ 
damental factors. 
We are not simply celebrating 
the return of a great soldier; peo­ 
ple throughout the nation are cel­ 
ebrating the fact that someone at 
long last has sufficient strength 
of personality to oppose the Tru­ 
man-Acheson-Marehall triumvirate 
and bring out into the open for 
all to see the terrible errors of 
our foreign polio’ over the past 
many years. 
The issue is not merely what to 
do in Korea. 
It goes much deep­ 
er than that. 
It is what to do 
throughout the wide world. 
Practically every move we have 
made since Teheran. Cairo. Yalta 
and Potsdam has got us deeper 
and deeper into a morass—until 
now we are bogged down and can­ 
not get out 
Nevertheless, lf the whole for­ 
lorn picture is brought to light and 
the public can get a clear view of 
w here we stand now, it is not too 
late to repair a large part of the 
damage. We cannot bring back to 
life 
thousands 
of soldiers 
who 
have been slain, but we can rec­ 
tify our program s to the end th at 
no more foolhardy and ill-planned 
cam paigns are initiated. 
Isn’t it 
shocking to learn th at the w ar in 
Korea was entered into without 
consultation w ith the com m ander 
of the F a r E astern forces? Gener­ 
al M acA rthur tells us he was not 
consulted (although he does not 
disapprove of the steps taken—so 
he says, although one wonders 
w hat his true feelings may be). 
We have got to get to the root 
of our undertakings and respon­ 
sibilities. 
We have got to find out 
w hether or not we can count upon 
Europe—and for how much. 
The 
news of reactions in Europe to 
M acA rthur^ dismissal are certain­ 
ly 
disheartening. 
O ur 
allies 
abroad seem to relish the crisis 
that has been brought about. 
An indication of the depth of 
feelings th at has been stirred up 
is had in the “sm ear campaign*’ 
which evidently is being m alicious­ 
ly planned in W ashington. 
It ap­ 
pears plain th at the adm inistra­ 
tion knows only too well that if 
actually a full investigation is car­ 
ried on, into our policies in the 
F ar East, th at it will be shown 
that we have made some of the 
most tragic errors in our history. 
Otherwise, why would so much 
propaganda now be let loose to 


discredit MacArthur? 
If Wash­ 
ington did not know that the gen­ 
eral could expose our esrors for 
the world to see, why would any­ 
one bother to discredit him before 
he has more to say? 
If, as many believe, the general 
is “through” 
then 
the sensible 
thing to do would be to let him 
“fade away.” 
As it is. the propa­ 
ganda mills are simply keeping 
him in the limelight all the more. 
Moreover, if—as appears likely— 
General MacArthur refrains from 
daily comments and counter-com­ 
ments, he will have national at­ 
tention when he does raise his 
voice again. 
What many people do not yet 
realize is that much of the out­

merely expressions of admiration 
for MacArthur but an outpouring 
of indignation against the Presi­ 
dent and his secretary of state.

Coach House Comedy 
Wins Lots of Laughs, 
Audience Applause 
Scene stealers Carolyn Gross 
and Eva Pech, cast in a hilarious 
mother-daughter ensemble, take 
the laurels today for last night’s 
Coach House production of a “jazz 
age” comedy, The Alartn Clock. 
What hidden talents those two 
mousy cousins from the country 
developed 
after 
a 
brief 
three 
months in speakeasy riddled New 
York. And as for Uncle (playboy) 
Bobby 
Brandon, 
so 
admirably 
characterized by Roy W’ulflf, who 
incidentally is an old hand around 
theatres since college days, an­ 
other bouquet of roses. 
Set 
in 
a 
duplex 
apartment 
most New Yorkers, thanks to the 
Players’ set builders, would give 
their eye teeth and a gratis dona­ 
tion under the table to find, what 
The Alarm Clock lacks in sophis­ 
tication, a la Noel Coward, it 
makes up in good, honest laugh­ 
ter. From that 
loveable four­ 
flusher Charlie Morton, played by 
Dennis 
Brady, 
right 
through 
Kathryn Burgevin’s interpretation 
of the scheming Mrs. Dunmore, 
the cast is almost uniformly ca­ 
pable. The opening ten minutes in 
the first act were probably the 
roughest spot in the entire pro­ 
duction. 
In this comedy of errors, where 
everyone marries everyone else, 
and the odds add up to an even 
number, there is literally never a 
dull moment. That, in itself, is a 
very great tribute to any little 
theatre group . . . so many semi- 
amateur productions have a habit 
of bogging down somewhere In 
the second act, barely managing 
to come up for air in time for the 
denouement. 
Supporting Cast 
The supporting cast, an incon­ 
gruous mixture of upstate charac­ 
ters and New Yorkish New York­ 
ers, deserves its own full round of 
applause. There’s Reggie Wynne, 
the young man about town, played 
by Sheffield Nasser, and there’s 
Richard 
Becker 
as 
Theodore 
Boom, an embryonic Longfellow. 
Both are unsuccessful suitors for 
the hand of the lovely and oh so 
chic Mary Kent, and Mrs. Susie 
Kent, her vivacious song-writing 
mother, played by the Mmes. Eva 
Pech and Carolyn Gross respec­ 
tively. 
There’s Earl Gilman as 
the slightly confused butler, Wil­ 
lis, and last, but never least, 
there’s Homer. Homer, the laugh­ 
able work of William Hawk, is a 
prematurely 
superannuated edi­ 
tion 
of 
the 
vague 
professor. 
Homer, who teaches a Philippine 
dialect, is also Mary’s fiance. And 
Homer, who never pays any at­ 
tention to little Mary, who isn’t 
so little after the beginning of the 
second act, is the comedy’s final 
straw. He up and runs off with 
Follies’ queen Lulu Deane, played 
by that veteran trouper, Mari­ 
anne Davis. 
Probably the most outstanding 
factor about the Players’ second 
full three-act production, is that 
it’s really so much better than 
their first. Their timing is better, 
their characters are cast better, 
their speaking voices are better, 
and their humor, perhaps because 
they’ve learned the value of modi­ 
fication, is a whole lot funnier.

No Compromise Likely 
There appeared little likelihood 
today that the Kingston Board of i 
Education would rescind or com-! 
promise its action in increasing 
the tuition rate set April 24.! 
Board President Herzog, who 
stressed that he was speaking 
only for himself and not for the 
board, said today that he feels j 
that out-of-town districts should 
pay the “fair share” of the cost 
of educating their pupils. He 
pointed to figures compiled by the 
board which show that the $88 ¡ 
was actually a little under the 
amount needed in addition to 
state aid of $274 to educate a 
pupil for a year. / 
Herzog indicated that it would 
be unwise to cut the rate even ( 
though other districts take their j 
pupils from the iocal schools. “We 
are not trying to sell cheap edu­ 
cation,” he said. 
The increase in total amount 
received per non-resident student 
—the state aid amount plus tui­ 
tion—will be only 15 per cent, it 
was noted. The old tuition rate,! 
plus state aid. came to $314 per 1 
pupil; the new rate, with state 
aid, comes to $362. 
Trustees’ Statement 
The statement issued by trus­ 
tees of Common School District 
No. 2, town of Woodstock fol- ! 
lows: 
“At noon on April 25 we re- ; 
ceived notice from the Kingston ■ 
School Board that the tuition 
charge for the non-resident pupils 
would be increased from $40 to 
$88 for next year. We were also 
advised that we could expect fur- J 
ther increases for subsequent 
years. 
“In our view, this extraordinary j 
increase in tuition rate, which is 
an increase of over 120 per cent' 
cannot be justified. Especially is j 
this true when one considers the 
fact that for each non-resident i 
high school pupil Kingston High ' 
School will receive state aid to j 
the extent of $270 per pupil. 
Short Notice Cited 
“Unfortunately we were given ; 
such short notice of this increase 
in tuition rate that we have had 
little opportunity to fully discuss 
the matter with our own tax- j 
payers. 
“The Board has carefully con- j 
sidered, however, an alternative1 
to sending our high school pupils 
to Kingston. We have been in con­ 
tact with the officials of the Sau- 
gerties High School and they have 
agreed to accept our students for 
a tuition rate of $50 per pupil. We 
have also been assured that our 
pupils can be transported to Sau- 
gerties High School for the same 
rate as presently paid for trans­ 
portation to Kingston. From a fi­ 
nancial standpoint, therefore, we 
could save $38 per pupil by send­ 
ing our students to Saugerties. 
“We have done more, however, 
than make a mere financial com­ 
parison between Kingston and 
Saugerties. We have made a com­ 
parison of educational facilities 
and programs, and find that Sau­ 
gerties compares very favorably. 
Actually, Saugerties High School 
has a higher scholastic ratfhg 
than Kingston. Saugerties offers 
as varied an educational program 
as does Kingston including man­ 
ual arts and home economics.” 
In Saugerties this morning, it 
was reported by Grant D. Morse, 
village superintendent of schools, 
that Saugerties High School could 
absorb the 40 additional pupils

aid, comes to $362. 
Trustees’ Statement 
The statem ent issued by trus­ 
tees of Common School District 
No. 2. town 
of Woodstock 
fol­ 
lows : 
“At noon on April 25 we re­ 
ceived notice from the Kingston 
School 
Board that 
the 
tuition 
charge for the non-resident pupils 
would be increased from $40 to 
$88 for next year. We were also 
advised that we could expect fur­ 
ther

years. 
“In our view, this extraordinary 
increase in tuition rate, which is 
an increase of over 120 per cent 
cannot be justified. Especially is 
this true when one considers the 
fact that for each non-resident i 
high school pupil Kingston High 
School will receive state aid to 
the extent of $270 per pupil. 
Short Notlee Cited 
“Unfortunately we were given 
such short notice of this increase 
in tuition rate that we have had I 
little opportunity to fully discuss 
the m atter with our own tax- ! 
payers. 
’T he Board has carefully con­ 
sidered, however, an alternative 
to sending our high school pupils 
to Kingston. We have been in con­ 
tact with the officials of the Sau­ 
gerties High School and they have 
agreed to accept our students for 
a tuition rate of $50 per pupil. We 
have also been assured that our 
pupils can be transported to Sau­ 
gerties High School for the same 
rate as presently paid for trans­ 
portation to Kingston. From a fi­ 
nancial standpoint, therefore, we 
could save $38 per pupil by send­ 
ing our students to Saugerties. 
“W’e have done more, however, 
than make a mere financial com­ 
parison

Saugerties. We have made a com­ 
parison of educational facilities 
and programs, and find that Sau­ 
gerties compares very favorably. 
Actually, Saugerties High School 
has a 
higher scholastic ratfhg 
than Kingston. Saugerties offers 
as varied an educational program 
as does Kingston including man­ 
ual arts and home economics.”
